It was decided at the Cabinet 
meeting to-day to reject the subscription of 
forty millions ten-dollar four per cent certifi- 
cates. This, it is understood, will be per- 
fectly satisfactory to the subscribers.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, April 18. 


Department circular No. 60, of April 16, 
1879, is hereby rescinded, all the 4 per 
cent bonds therein offered for sale having 
been sold.§ The $10 refunding certificates will 
thereafter be exchanged for lawful money in 
sums not to exceed $100 at one time. by the 
Treasurer and Assistant Treasurers of the 
United States, and by all public officers bond- 
ed for that purpose. They will not be issued 
bereafter upon the certificate of any national 
bank. 

Depositing commissions on such exchanges 
heretofore or hereafter made will be allowed 
at the rate of one-cighth of one per cent on an 
aggregate of one thousand dollars, without 
regard be period in whith such exchanges 
are made.

THE VETO IN THE LIGHT OF HIS- 
TORY. 


We have shown the utter absurdity of the 
Republican clamor in favor of a veto from 
the standpoint of logic and constitutional 
rights. But the senseless, shameless hol- 
lowness of this whole hue and cry can be 
sbown from the standpoint of Republican 
partisanship itself and with arguments out 
of the very mouths of some who now stulti- 
fy themselves in crying ‘‘revolution.”’

The Next Census. 

General Walker expects to make all the pre- 
parations for the census next fall, and to 
make the actual enumeration in a month’s 
time.

Bills Pending and to be Reported to the 
House---Notes. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, April 17.—To-day has 
been an exceedingly quiet one in the General 
Assembly. The Senate spent some time over 
an attempt to recover a bill that had been laid 
upon the table, and finally captured it. 

The House held no afternoon session, but 
met to-night and spent the evening passing the 
present statute laws. This seems rather a 
strange proceeding on the part of both houses 
to take up the present statute laws and re- 
enact them, and the only solution which your 
correspondent can give for it is, that this Gen- 
eral Assembly is very desirous of staying here 
as long as they can, thereby enabling them to 
pocket that much more per diem. This point 
was attempted to oi by Judge Dryden 
this evening, butt use refused to listen 
to him. 

One of the bills passed to-day declares the 
22d of February a legal holiday and makes it 
unlawful to serve or execute any writ, pro- 
cess, Warrant, order or judgment, except in 
criminal cases, etc. 

To-night the Committee on Revision report- 
ed fayorably on House bill ‘‘authorizing and 
requiring certain officers of cities of the first 
class to administer free of charge all oaths in 
connection with their official duties,’’ and the 
House ordered it to be engrossed and printed. 
This secures its passage by this body. 

The Judiciary Committee to-night reported 
an amendment to the revised bill concerning 
attorneys-at-law. It reads as follows: 

Any attorney-at-law removed from practice 
or suspended for a longer term than two 
years for any offense not indictable, on appli- 
cation to the Supreme Court ortothe Court 
in which the judgment of removal or suspen- 


sion was first rendered, may be reinstated as 
such attorney in the discretion of the Court 
at uny time after two years from the date of 
such judgment. (This is suggested by Mr. 

Bowman, it is said.) 

‘To-morrow morning both the street railroad 
bill of Mr. Dryden and the Lesueur grain bill 
will be reported tothe House. The latter, it 
is stated, will not receive twenty votes in that 
bedy. There is certainly no doubt of its de- 
feat, while the railroad bill will receive some 
little opposition from Messrs. Brady, O’ Mal- 
ley, Smith and Carroll.

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How the Silver Wedding 
Empress of Austria 


Arranging the Artistic Part of the Pro- 
cession Through the Gay Capital. 


{From the New York World. ] 

VIENNA, April 3.—Although, for reasons 
which I will mention further on, the catas- 
trophe in Szegedin is but little talked about 
now, still its consequences are by no means 
overcome. The utmost efforts are required 
to rid the country of the quantities of water 
spreading wide and far. Before the embank- 


ments are repaired it is no use to pump 
out the water, and these repairs are 
done by men standing up to the waist in 
water everywhere. This is the reason why 
such slow progress is made. As soon as this 
part of the difficulty has been overcome, the 
Government will send more than one hundred 
steam-pumps to Szegedin, and will not rest 
until allis dry. The plan of reconstruction is 
being prepared and will be discussed and re- 
solved upon by the timeit is required. Sub- 
scriptions have had a very good result; almost 
a million florins are in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment _ already, ana the tide of 
henevolence has not yet ceased  flow- 
ing. Vienna gave its money willingly 
and generou ly a single man’s voice sufficed 
to collect 30, pieces of new clothing in one 
day; but after having given so eloquent an 
expression toits pity Vienna will hear no 
more about the disaster and turas its atten- 
tion to what is of prime interest, to what is 
more to the luxurious city’s taste—to the fes- 
tivalto be held in honor of the imperial 
couple’s ‘‘silver wedding;’’ that is, 
to the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of their wedding day. Although 
there will be festivities of some kind all over 
Austria on that day, still Vienna will be the 
central point, because Vienna will be able 
really to layits homage at the feet of the Em- 
peror and ‘Empress. A medal will be coined 
in henor of the day; an artistically finished 
address will be presented; a procession will 
be held, displaying so much beauty and luxu- 
ry that the times when art was 
uppermost will seem to hayé returned. The 
grand Gothic votive church will be opened on 
the day preceding the procession day, and the 
marriage ceremony will take place in this 
magnificent temple, built by a subscription 
which expressed the nation’s joy at the Em- 
peror’s happy escape from the hands ofa 
nearly thirty years ago.

One of the first groups—it has not been quite 
settled in what order they are to follow each 
other—is the detailed representation of a his- 
torical chase. The central piece will be a car 
laden with the spoils of every kind of hunt, 
presided over by a beauteous Diana and aking 
ofthe hunt.

She is the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth steamer built for the Cunard Mne, 
end she is said to be the best of them 
This claim for her is strengthened 
by her spick-and-span appearance 
for, excepting the fronts of her re 
smoke-stacks, which the wind has discolored, 
she looks as though the builder had just put 
the last touch upon her. She is 450 feet long, 
44 feet beam and 36 feet deep. Thereisa 
roomy smoking-saloon on the main deck aft. 
floored with tiles of polished oak. The tops 
of the card-tables are circular pieces of 
Brazilian onyx. There is a ladies’ cabin 
adjoining, which is richly upholstered, the 
chairs and sofas ne covered with heavy 
purple velvet. The forward wheel-house 
and bridge are counected by a wire with 
another wheel-house over the stern, which 
may be used in case of accident, and governed 
by signals over the wire fromthe bridge. Still 
further forward is another bridge for the 
lookout. The sailiug lights are set in twoiron 
houses—one at each end of the lookout’s 
bridge. They are built on the lighthouse 
yattern, and are entered -by steps from the 
ower deck. The advantage of this is felt 
in heavy weather, when the man who 
has the lights in charge may attend 
to his duties without having ‘to ay 
for his loyalty with a ducking. Ordinarily, 
the duties of that officer are fo climb into 
the rigging and set the lights. There are two 
dining saloons. one on the spar deck and one 
on the lowerdeck. Thaton the spar deck 
would grace Delmonico’s. The floors are of 
tile work in oak and the panels are of jasper. 
spotted and banded and variegated with curi- 
ous designs after the Japanese style. The upper 
walls are ‘Sage in light colors, with gilt 
tracery work. Light is furnished from port- 
holes at the sides and from an immense sky- 
— overhead. On the same deck is another 
ladies’ saloon, costily fitted up, Slabs of onyx 
are the panels , and between them the walls 
are set with heavy mirrors. There is said to 
be accommodation inthe state-rooms for 480 
passengers. The rooms are larger than in 
the other steamships of the line and among 
other improvement have stationary basins, 
which are supplied from tanks overhead. All 
of the rooms are heated by 
steam and are furnished wit 
pneumatic. bells. Steam is also utilized 
to steer the vessel. Her capacity is 4,809 tons 
and her engines are of 700-horse power. 
There are three extra iron decks connected by 
nine vertical iron bulkheads, which when 
closed make eight water-tight compartments. 
The water tanks hold 14,000 gallons, and the 
fresh-water condenser can produce daily 4,000

The last group which I 
will mention isthat of organ-builders and 
piano-makers. A fine high organ, carved 


| splendidly out of oak wook, is all one can see 


at first. Then the sound of beautiful 
but serious oo betrays that 
human hands are busy with the organ. As the 
car moves on a beautiful maiden with golden 
hair flowing down her back is seen sitting in 
an inspired attitude, like a modern Saint Ce- 
cilia. <A quaint little fellow blows the bellows 
behind her back. The artist’s car is being 
prepared under Makart’s immediate supervis- 
ion. But at present all hands rest, the king 
of painters himself is absent, because—be- 
cause he is too impatient to stay here and wait 
until the crimson plush with which this car is 
to be draped—850 yards of it-—-comes from 
England, where it has been ordered. So he 
ran off to Venice to make the time pass more 
quicniy.

deed, and that plenty af work has been found 
for the hands that were idle n.uch against their 
will.

The Empress has returned from Ire- 
and somewhat earlier than she had intended 
on account of the catastrophe that befell some 
of ber subjects. On her return it was said 
that she would visit the distressed people of 
Szegedin, but this seems to have been nothing 
more than a hope of those who pity the un- 
happy Hungarians and no intention of the 
Jady herself.

An Organization to be Effected Prob- 
ably Next Tuesday. 


No Change of Chief of Police For 
the. Present. 


A revort gained circulation this morning 
that the new Board of Police Commissioners, 
consisting of Messrs. Armstrong, Finney, 
Duke, Moffett and the Mayor, were openly 
hostile to Chief McDonough, and that they 
would take the first opportunity to relieve him 
of his position. 

Any such rumor may be authoritatively 
contradicted. It is not known that the new 
board will be hostile to Chief McDonough, 
and there is next toa positive assurance that 
he will not be relieved. A reporter called on 
Judge Finney to make some inquiry into the 
matter, and the Judge satd he did not sup- 
pose that any member of the new board had so 
much as given 2&2 moment’s thought 
to a question of a change in the office of the 
Chief of Police. Sofaras he was concerned 
he said he was not in favor of 
makng any immediate radical changes 
or ridiculous efforts at impossible 
reforms. He believed this to be also the feel- 
ing of Mr. Moffett. The Chief was appointed 
for four years and his time does 
not expire till January 1, 1880, 
and if he should be removed before 
that date, it would have to be for cause and 
under specified charges. 

Col. Armstrong is yetin Jefferson City and 
will not be down tiil to-morrow evening. The 
new board will not organize till next week. 
Capt. Bent called to congratulate Judge Fin- 
ney this morning and to tell him that the old 
board would meet next Tuesday 
afternoon and that they would 
at that time be glad to meet 
the new members and turn over the office to 
them. The new Board will, therefore, prob- 
ably organize at that time. There is little 
doubt that Col. Armstrong will be chosen 
Vice-President.

A Bath in the Dead Sea. ab 
|Correspondence of the Washington Star. | 

The water, which is quite clear and nearly 

the color of the Niagara River below the falls, 

seemed to me a little more bitter and salt than 

that of Salt Lake, although brighter and more 


attractive to the eye when seen close at hand. 
Its supperting power struck ime asa little 
greater, also, than that of Salt Lake, as the 
body floated more easily and the difficulty 
of swimming was greater on account 
of the inability to keep one's feet under 
water. So large a quantity of saltis held in 
solution that the Ww ater has what is called. I 
believe, a ‘‘ropy’? appearance, much like that 
of a plate of well-made tapioca soup. I ob- 
served, however, that when ae came out of 
the water there was not so large a deposit of 
salt erystals on the body as after a bath in 
Salt Lake, and the feeling of the skin, instead 
of being dry and prickly. .asI expected, was 
rather oily and sticky. “Our dinner that night 
wus seasontd with salt made from Dead Sea 

water by solar evaporation. It was a little 
lighter in color than the best article of brown 
sugar. Its crystals were large and hard, and 
though foreign substances were evidently 
present in considerable quautity, it was 
not unpleasant to the taste. I was told that 
two quarts of water will produce one quart 
of salt, but this is probably an exaggeration. 
To complete the statistics of this remarkable 
body of water, I may add what many of my 
readers may already know—that thereis no 
living thing of any kind in it; that even the 
driftwood brought down by the floods in the 
Jordan is speedily cast upon its shores; that 
its length is about forty-five and that its 
greatest width is about ten miles; that it is 
over 1,300 feet deep at its deepest ‘point, and 
thatthe immense quantity of fresh water 

oured into it daily is undoubtedly taken up 
y evaporation, ag its great depth below the 
basin of the Mediterranean must preclude the 
idea of a subterranean outlet.

Progress of Pork Packing. 
{From the Cincinnati Price Current. } 

The supply of hogs at lealing ‘points the 
past week has been moderate, and largely un- 
der corresponding period last year. Values, 
however, have been on the downward scale, in 
sympathy with the tendency of the provision 
market, and in fact prices of hogs are relative; 
ly above those of product, so that,unless there 
isan early improvement in the latter, still 
lower prices forthe early future may be ex- 
pected for hogs. This will undoubtedly have 
the effect to curtail shipments of hogs, 
for itis more than likely that a little later on 
in the season fully as good «and 
probably better prices may be ob- 
tained, which will more than 
compensate the farmer for delaying shipments. 
The present situation in the provision market 
is not ovor flattering for the early future—but 
history is said to repeat itself, and it stunds on 
record that while the market at its lowest point 
inthe latter part of December and first week in 
January last bad but few friends, touse atrude 
’, and prices were lower than for 
any time fora quarter of a century, there was 
a sudden uwakening to the cheapness of hog 
products, and speculation found a profit and 
encouragement in the rebound from tha ‘ ‘rock 
bottom’’ which values had found. When the 
usualcost ofcarrying is taken into considera- 
tion, to-day’s pricesin meats and lard are re- 
latively as low asthen, and it may not be sur- 
prising ‘if the trade may ere long 
look back upon present vaines with 
the sume view that tie first of January 
values were regurded a few weeks subsequent 
tothattime—a time when wise men in the 
trade freely met the demand at current values; 
but otLers, in their determination to reap an 
old-time hatvest. so directed their efforts as to 
bring about results adverse to tieir interest, 
und their has been no power to stay the down- 
ward course in values, not induced by the ac- 
tual merits of the situation. Domestie con- 
sumption is up to the usual pitch, and the cur- 
rent manufacture is light. Present low prices 
are calculated to stimulate the consumptive de- 
mand for all articles of the product. But buy- 
ers in distributing warkets will not purchase 
beyond current necessities antfl values become 
mode settied, or huve nade some progress in 
a recovery from the present depression.
